Comment: 


a. Commencement of reconditioning work at the PARC Mil air- 
field was previously reported on, 12 May 1949, According to 
available information, the landing field had been used as a 
training grounds by army units, and was seriously damaged by 
entrenchments. Only a stretch of 2,500 feet of the 8 ,GCC feet 
concrete runway was serviceable. The remaining 5,500 feet 
a-ea was destroyed by bombs, leveling wor£ at the landing 
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field and repair war lc at the runway was done at the time 
of observation. It is presumably intended that the airfield 
be re-occupied by an air unit, 

b. Ho oth_r inform at' on on repair work at the hEDLIK air- 
field has been received. The airfield was 3» aLCx2 , 500 feet 
at the end of the war. Bo concrete runway is available.
